This ti- 
ciculous Calumny inſtead+of convin-

Siſter were firſt of my Hide, againſt 
\ him;; but they too turned to his fide 
at lait, Then there was nothing but

This kind of Life, fuil of Vexati- 
ons and Reſentments, againſt a Bro- 
ther and a'Siſter whom 1 loved ſo dear- 
ly, and whoſe Socicty alone I thought: 
ſufficient to make me happy, made\ 
me at laſt, though late, to compre- * 
hend that we muſt ſet our Hearts upon 
nothing in this World. | 

In the 'mid{t of theſe Diſquiets we 
came to YVenis, where the Conſtable 
was not well at his eaſe, becauſe per- 
haps he ſaw *my Siſter was too well 
pleaſed to be there.. He promiſed me 
great matters to induce -me to go 't» 
Rome , That he would ingage his Holy.

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neſs ſhould prote# me; and that he would 
omit nothing to divert me from the deep 
Melanchelly he ' ſaw me wiitlined to. 
Seeing my ſelf" fo cruelly perſecuted by 
my Brother, \I thought it convenient, 
by my Complaiſance, to manage the 
Conſtable's Kindneſs. We 'went all 
to Sierne, to Cardinal Chigies; from 
whence, after three Weeks ſtay there, 
my Brother having fallen out with us, 
returned to Vents without taking leave 
of vs, and we ſteered our courſe to- 
wards Rome; where the heats were 
fo: Exceſhve, that we were forced to 
retire for fix weeks to Marine, a houſe 
of Pleaſure, belonging to my Brother- 


 in-Law. the Conſtable. 


About the time we returned to 
Rome,:my Brother came thither with 
a Gentleman belonging to Monſieur 
de Rohan, to cauſe (as have been told) 
Courbevil to be Afſaſſinated. T have 
been informed that Ceurbevil finding 
himſelf extream ill at Ye-rſe,: he be- 
Jjieved himſelf Poyſoned; and in this 
Belief he writ terrible Letters to*Pa- 
ris againſt my Brother : and Monfieur 
De. R ohan, whom he believed of Intel- 
ligence with my Brother to have him

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turned him out of: my- Service ; that 
theſe Letters falling. into Monſieur De 
Roha?'s hands, he ſerit them-back to nly 
Brother, defiring him-to Chattiſe Conr- 
biul-: according to hid: Deſerts, The 
indiſcretion.of this Comrberl, and the 
unplealing Noiſe this Buſtaeſs made in 
the World, together with-the.defirc 1 
had to be at quiet, made me reſolve at 
laſt to diſcharge Conrbewl 4 not doubt-, 
ing but. he: would willingly acquit me 
of my Promiſe which I had given 
tum.. - ;: : | 

My Requeſt to the the Prefident of 
Champlaſireax his Son;; who: did nego» 
tiate- betwixt my Brother and. me, 
was, T vat he ſhould not preſſe me with fo 
much. Imperionſneſs to this Deferrence; 
and. that -I.might be allowed'to go and (6- 
journe withe my - Aunt 'Martinozzi: An 
Hour before Carberil.: was to leave 
my HquſeznyAunt being already come 
to carry. me with- her,” my Sifter-was 
in ſuch a rage becauſe I would no long:

it, ſhe ſent me her Ghoſtly Fatherto tell

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me That ſhe wonld cauſe me to be haled 
from it be force, This Monk was ſo 
inſolent in the delivery of his meſſage, 
that the Tears guſhed -out of my 
Eyes, - Cardinal Chigeszs Gentleman 
of the Horſe, who was managing of 
Horſes before the Houſe, hearing me 
complain, came up to- offer me his 
Service, but whenl ſaw him, I had 
no power of faying- any more, For 
all that, he went-and tould his Lord, 
| That I had neither tat nor  drank_ in 
two days. Cardinal Chigie was trou- 
bled at it, and pittied my condition 
and Cardinal 1/ ancin; telling him, that 
Monſieur Mezarine deſired ] would Re- 
tire for fifteen Days into a Monaſtery, 
wherein there was a Siſter of Cardinal 
Mazarins; I took him at his VVord. 
My - Brother and Sifter ſeeing the 
Deplorable State in which I was, be- 
gan to reflet upon their'paſſed uſage 
to me, and could not be quiet until 
I had pardoned them, * « 
But I would not. conſent that my 
Brother ſhould ſee me, yet at laſt the 
overcome me in this too; and thouph 
I ſaid that their Repentance could not 
redreſs the Injuries they had done my 
Repu- 
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Reputation, the eafineſs of my Nature 
carried me to. yield even this time, 
notwithſtanding the jutt cauſe of 4n- 
dignation- which 1 had againſt them. 
1 confeſs my Heart bardens at the 
Relation, 7 know nothing ſo Cruel 
in ones Life, as to ſee thoſe People 
come boldly. to us that have done us 
unpardonable Injuries. It is _— 
to be mortally affronted by them, wi 
out being perſecuted with their Re- 
pentance too. 

This Refletion with many others, 
which 7 had occaſion to make in my 
receſs made me reſolve to retura into 
France, and to throw my ſelf at 3don- 
fieur MMazarines Feet, and rather trult 
to his Mercy without Capitulating, 
than to remain ſtill expoſed to as ma- 
ny more irkſome, and heart breaking 
adventures, as / had already run 
through. 7 made my Aunt Aſarts- 
20225 to write to the Princefſe of 
Conty her Daughter about it,. and [ 
was preparing to be gon as ſoon as 
the Anſwer was come, ſome few Days 
after Conrbevil found means to let me 
underſtand, That after he had been 
« ſome Dayes kept cloſe at Cardinal 
Man. 
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Mancinies, he 'was conveyed to Civita 
Vetchia, where he ba4 been a Priſoner 
for" frx Weeks: and where be was like to 
remain ( as he ſent me word, long e- 
noch ) wunteſs I would pleaſe to have 
the goodneſs ta ſolicire for him, Though 
I had reaſon never more to concern 
my ſelf with him; yet becauſe [ 
would not leave my Work imperfect, 
I begged his Liberty of Fra'ci/co Uin- 
ceazo Roſpiglisſt, the Popes Nephew, 
who thereupon commanded his In- 
largment: 

In the intrim, the time which I was 
to ſtay inthe Convent being elapſed, 
Cardinal M{ancin: made anſwer to the 
inſtances ; my Siſter, unknown to me, 
had nſed to get me out of the Mona- 
ſtery, That be adviſed me to ſtay there 
a little longer, becauſe it would be ad- 
vantagious for me, that the Anſwer 
which was expetted out of France ſhould 

ad me there; And this' Anſwer was, 
That after .T had remained two years 
in that Monaſtery, Mon.

Cardinal  Mancine, by all means 


would have me ſubmſt to this Condi- 
| dition ; 
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tion; and truly in the great afflition 
of mind into which Monf. Aazarine's 
Harſhneſs haa caſt me, I might, have 
been perſwaded to any thing : Byt my 
Siſter would not let me ſtay there by 
no means ; ſhe cauſed the Queen 
of Swedez to be ſolicited to that 
end, who gave me her promiſe to re- 
ccive me into her-houſe; all the difi- 
culty was, how I ſhould make my E- 
ſcape, | 

My Siſter came to ſee me that After- 
noon I intended 4t; and as we were 
packing up ta be gone, and that anon 
was grown as broad as ſhe was long, 
with the Fardles, that ſhe had put 
round about her, every where under 
her cloaths ; we had Intelligence that 
the Queen of Sweden, by the Advice 
of her Connſel, had retraRed the 
Promiſe ſhe had- given me. How un- 
welcome ſoever this News was, 
it was. reſolved I {ſhould make my 
Eſcape. 

My Siſter begun to take her leave to 
be gone, and I making as if I would 
wait upon her down Stairs z my Aunt 
Maxarine uſed all the Arguments =

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had to oblige me to ſtay in my Cham 
ber, becauſe I had been 11] along time ; 
but I was not to'commit ſuch an Er- 
rour, 

My Siſters Children, not having the 
Liberty of coming within the Cloyiter, 
as ſhe had, and were btought that day 
on purpoſe to amnſe my Aunt in the 
Parlour ; that we might not be peſtred 
with her, ſtayed for her at the Door, 
which as ſoon as the Abbeſs came to 
open , MNanon threw her ſelf out of 
1t,as it were with Joy,to make much of 
them, andI after her. As they had n6 
ſuſpicion of our Deſigne, the Lady 
Abbeſs durſt not ſtay me by force; 
nor had ſhe much time to conſider 
of it, for I was immediately got in- 
to my Siſters Coach, and ſo drive a- 


way. 

My Siſter had the priviledge, of car- 
ring a certain number of Women witti 
her into the Cloylter, as often as ſhe 
came thither ; my Aunt through vex- 
ation and anger ſtopped two of them, 
that came in'with her that day, though 
they were no way privy to' our Plot:

[1 :Not being able yet to reſolve tolive 
in my Silters houſe, I went:t6 lodge in 
the ſtreet called duCoxrs in our paternal 
Houſe, where the Xomar” Accadamy 
was ever-kept.. Cardinal - Aſ4ncin; 
was'ſoangry atit, that he tured one 
of the Siſters out of the Honey who 
would have incommoded me if ſhehad 
ftaid': But he ſoon after tookithe Op- 
portuniry” of rt(yabfence, beitas pore 
to Mairiney (to my Brothet-in-laws Y 
to ſeize; and: take poſſeſſion -of the 
Houſe : Sothat, I was forced at'rhy te- 
furn to take another, p ; 
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I was at length reduced to pawn my 
Jewels for my Subfiltance : 7 had bor- 
rowed.but-three thoufand Crowns up- 
on them, when I was informed the 
man that kent it me;was in danger of 
breaking. But when 1 went to Re- 
deem $hem,- I, found . that. Madezm 
Aartinezzz-,had prevented me, and 
paid-the money, but would not return 
the Jewels. . Whereupon the Conſta- 
| Ne of, Golonna taking no notice of her 
having theo, prevailed ſo by his Au- 
tharity,,and.

Monſteur Aazarine was writ to, to 
redeem'them; but he made anſwer, 
That" there "= ſhould flay. for him, 
that.

4 was -necefſitated- tolet one Graliev, 
a great. Friend to my. Brother, and 
the Conſtable, lay: down--the mony 
they-lay infdr,which I repayed in ſome 
fmall time after. i 21 0H 
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The trouble of ſeeing my ſelf redu- 
ted to the Exigency of receiving Ob- 
ligations from people that might a- 
buſe me in my need, and the ſtrait I 
was in,' made me alittle after reſolve 
to take a journey into Fraxce, to try 
to get a Penſion of Monſieur 11aza- 
rine, | 
I went with my Brother , who was 
Soirg to be married to Madamoiſel 
De Tiange: And it is to this Alttance 
that I owe the good Succeſs, of my 
Voyage. We were necr fix months 
upon the Road ; when we were corge 
to the Frontzers, we concluded that he 
ſhould go before, and that I ſhould 
ſtay behind, until he had taken the 
care that was neceſſary for my-Securi- 
ty it! France. But our Friends having 
SIven us an account of the Diſaſter of 
pe oor Statues that were in the Pal- 
ace Hazarine, and. that the. .Cpnjun- 
cure ſeemed favourable, we went 
together as far as Nevers, where he 
ſeft -me, and went, on | towards the 
Court in company with G7:You who 0;

came to put the Order of Parliament 
in Execution; whereby they were 
Authorized to Seize and Arreſt me. 
My Brother having complained to the 
the Ring of this proceeding, his Ma- 
jelty was in the-rind to have ſent for 
me by his Authority ; but Monſieur 
Colbert judging it more for my Ad- 
vantage to manage Monſieur Mazarine 
as much as was poſſble. The King ſent 
him Command to figne an Order of 
Appointment that I might come quiet- 
ly to my Agreement; which he did 
with Tears in his Eyes; perceiving 
that if he did not do it, the King 
would proceed further in my be- 
half. 

This Order came luckily to Nevers

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married the ſame day that I arrived. 
Whilſt I was there, Monſieur Maza- 
rine (ent to make ſeveral Overtures 
of Agreement with me ; but it was by 
the mediation of a wr«tched fort of 
People, in whom [ could place no Con- 
fidence, or without giving me any Aſ- 
ſurance, that he would ſtand to any 
thing that ſhould be agreed upon. He 
told the King, That my Brother kept 
me off from coming to any Accord, and 
that he governed me with a Tyrannical 
Authoruy ; and that if I did net ſtand ſo 
much in Awe of him, I ſhould be much 
mor: T rattable, The King to clear this 
Doubt,ſent for me three months after, 
by Madam Bellinzani, with an Officer, 
and ſome of his Guards, in Madam 
Colbert's Coach; for, . my Brother 
had -begged of the King that I ſhould 
lodge at Madam Colberr's Houſe, as 
a place where none ſhould be permit- 
ted to force me to difſſemble my 
Thoughts. Two or three dayes after, 
he commanded I ſhould wait upon 
him at Madam De Mont Eſpan's 

+ Hovſe. 
. (I ſhall never forget his Goodneſs 
towards me; He prayed me to con- 
G 3 lideg 
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fider, That if he had zot done better for 
me lnaherto, it was my own Coxdutt that 
hindered him, and took from him the 
neans ; That I ſhould truly tell him what 
1 would have done; That if I was abſo- 
lately reſolved to return az ain into [taly, 
he would cauſe a Penſion of two thouſand 
four hundred Livers to be ſetled upon 
me: But that he adviſed me to ſtay; 
That he would make my Agreement as 
gdvantagious for me as [ could deſire ; 
That I ſhould not be obliged to follow 
Monſieur Mazarine in any of his Fur- 
#eys; That he ſhould have nothing to 
do with my Domeſticks; And that if 
his Careſſes were odious to me, I ſhould 
zot be compelled to ſuffer them preſently ; 
That be gave me until the next day to 
conſider of ut, and give him my An- 
Jwer..:: \ / Þ} 

' I could eaſily have given him then 
the ſame Anſwer / made to him the 
next day; which was, That 1 could not 
conſent toretarnto Monſieur Mazarine, 
after having endeavoured to ruime my 
Reputation, as. he had done; and after 
refuſing to receive me, when I ſent him 
offers from Rome to \throw my ſelf-in- 
zo his Arms, without any Capitalation or 
abi "4"'V bat- 
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barteriug for Conditions, at a time when 
he knew me reduced to the laſk Extre- 
mities of Want, and neceſſity; That wn 
aeſpight of all the Precautions thas 
ſhould be taken againſt the Capriciouſ- 
neſs of bis Humor, I ſhould be put to 
uffer a hundered little Injuries, 'with 
which, it would be very unfit to. impor- 
tune His \ Majeſty upon all Occaſions. 
That IT accepted of the Penſion with an 
bumble and bearty Acknowledgment of 
Flis Majeſiies great Favour there-

After ſuch juſt and lawful Reaſons, 
you will be ſurprized to hear that the 
World condemned my. Reſolution 
Extreamely; but the Deſcants: of 
Courtiers are very different from o- 
' ther men's Judgments. Amongſt 0- 
'thers, Madam De onteſparn, and Ma- 
dam Colbert , uſed all their beſt Ar- 
Suments to perſwade me toftay ; and 
-Monſieur De Lauzin asked me, Whas 
Tintended to do with my two _—_ 
four hundered Livers * That T ſhoulda 
ſquanaer them away at the firſt Inn 7 
Came to, and that I ſhould be compelled 
'ro come afterward with Shame and Con- 
Fuſion to ak for "_ which would nos 
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be granted me. But he did not know, 
that my, Wants had taught me how to 
husband -my | Mony. Not but that I 
perceived it was a thing almoſt impoſ- 
fible, 4ong to ſubfiſt handſomly upon 
this inconſiderable Allowance. 

But beſides that, 7 could get no more; 
and that Monſieur Mazarine would 
notlet me live at Paris without his be+ 
ing with-me ; - / thought / might, with 
this help, gain time to take other mea- 
ſures. _: 

Monſieur 4azarine wanting other 
matter to beſpatter my Carriage, told 
the King, That I was making me 4 Ca- 
ſack, to go dreſſed. in man's Apparel. 
But his Majeſty 'was pleaſed to tell 
him, That he durſt paſs bis Word, that 1 
zntended no ſuch thing. 

Madam Belinzany had order with 
an Exempt of his Guards to condu&t 
me to Rome, and to have two of 
His Guards to attend us'to the Frony 
FEY, 
 Ireceived ſo many Civilities from 
the Duke of Savoy in my paflage 
through Tri, that 7 even then taok 
a Reſolution, if ever [came to leave 
Kozre, to come and take up my Receſy 
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1g his Territories. - 7 arrived at. Kome 
three months after, and ſome rime af- 
terwards Gri{on came thither to plunge 
me, in ſpight of all / could do, into new 
Troubles, 

Thad made a-Reſolution to receive 
no Viſits from any, during my abode 
in France : Grillon pretending he ought 
ta be excepted, becauſe of the Ser- 
vice he had done me at Rome, in-the 
Redecming my Jewels ; preſently af- 
ter myArrival there,hecameqnce to the 
Lys, in the Counteſſes company, to 
viſit me. But 7 neyer would fee him 
after. His Reſentment far this Refu- 
ſal tranſported him beyond Belief. 

While /ſtayed for the Commiſſary 
at Nevers, my Brother's Steward, for 
my better Security, got me Lodgings 
jn one of the Tawers, of a Convent 
that was jeyning to the Caſtle; and 
having but few Servants left me, he 
xreferred to me one of my Brother's 
Guards, who had been turned out far 
ſome ſlight Fault, 

This man was very diligent in his 
place, to induce me to beg his pardon, 
jn hope of which, I let him follow 
me to the Lys, - A Raskal of a ook 
a x 
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of mine, to plesſe Grillon, who had 
bribed him, goes and tells him, That 
this Wretch was very Officions, and en- 
deauvoured to render* himſelf nece 
about me ; and that he doors 
grefſe snto the Convent, Grillon, with- 
out further Examination,” reports this 
Story all about, to that height, that 
wher / came to Paris, Madam Col- 
beret would notlet this man ſtay in my 
Service within her Doors. - 

udge you in what amazement was 
in, when 7 underſtood this Story, and 
with -what Promptneſs 7 diſcharged 
my new Officer; and what my Refſent- 
ments, and juſt Indignation againſt this 
wicked Grillons villainy wis ; and whe- 
ther 7was not ſurprized; as 7 paſſed 
through Lyons to ſee him have the im- 
pudence to offer to come again into 
my fight, under the preterfce of bring- 
ing me aLetter from my Brother, to 
beg 7 would forget all. The indiffe- 
"rence and negle&t 7 ſhewed him then, 
* enraged him morethan ever. 

When he came to Rome, he under- 
ſtood that Monſieur de AMarſan came 
ſometimes to ſee-me; and after a 
thopſand ridiculous te * 
\s inat 
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that paſſed betwixt them, they had at 
laſt that idle Quarrel which - you have 
heard of, wherein without much hurt 
to one another, they had the pleaſure 
once more to make me the ſubjet of 
peoples tuls. Sometime after this, 
my Siſter determined to retire into 
France, pretending ſeveral Cauſes 'of 
Complaint againſt the Conſtable; it 
would be too tedious to relate the Ar- 
guments I uſed to diſſwade her from 
this Journey, the diſpleaſures the like 
reſolution had "drawn me into, rgade 
me more eloquent, but to no purpoſe ; 
for the ſame Stars, or their influences, 
that drove me into Jraly, drew her 
into France. 

As ſhe was always ſure of me, ſhe 
made no difficul:y to draw me in to 
be of the party; and becauſe I had 
no tie at Rome when ſhe was not there, 
and that-I believed 1 fhould leffen the 
dangers ſhe was to run through, by 
Pn and ſharing them with her, 

did not ſtick to follow her. I only 
repreſented to her, how I ſhould be for- 
ced to leave her as ſoon we were Arrt- 
ved in France.” Nothing was ſo griev- 
Ous to her, as this inavoidable necel- 


lity, 
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ſity, and nothing perſwaded me more 
to yeeld to the force. of her Reaſons, 
than to ſee that they brought her to 
conſent to our ſeparation. 

The Chevalier of Lorrain owed her 
greater Obligations than to fail to ſerve 
her in this occaſion, for ſhe quarrell'd 
with all Ro-me,upon his and his brothers 
account ; they were welcom in no houſe 
in Rome but at hers; and ſhe had de- 
clared her ſelf for them in very nice 
points againſt Cardinal Chig; and the 
Conſtable himſelf, Yet for all this ſhe 
receaved no other Service from them, 
but huge and mighty promiſes of 
what they would do for her by their 
Credit in France z nor did they per- 
form. in that neither : as for-her deſign 
the Chevalier thought it ſufficient to 
tell her ; That if ſhe had no bodtes Advice 
to gnide her but her own, he ſhould be 
much concerned for her, but that ſince 
Madam Mazarine was of her Counſel, 
ſhe might reſt upon her Conduit, ſince ſhe 
had more Witt and more Courage than 
was needful for a much more hazardous 
Enterprize, 

He litle thought then that he ſhould 
be called back into Franee ſo ſoon as he 

| wasz 
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was; if he had done what he ought, 
we ſhould have been there long before 
him; and people would got have had 
occaſion to ſay, that we followed him : 
but my Siſter who relied wholly upon 
him, was forced to put off her [our- 
ney when ſhe ſaw her ſelf left in the 
I urch by ,him. After his departure 
for France, ſhe brok her mind to ano- 
ther perſon of Eminent Quality, whom 
ſhe believes her friend, becauſe ſhe 
had by her. kindneſs and Favors Obli- 
ped him to be ſo.
